Thrilling Rescue 
At Sea Aided By 
Norbert Berghoff 


Fort Wayne — According to a 
United Press dispatch, the sighting 
of a man in the sea by Norbert 
G. Berghoff, vice president of the 
Wayne Home Equipment Co., and 
secretary of the Hoff-Brau Brew- 
ing Corporation, plus. the skillful 
navigation of the S. S. Santa Clara, 
saved the life of Seaman Tomas 
Montanez when he lost his bal- 
ance and fell overboard en route 
from . Baranquilla, . Colombia, to 
New York, The seaman who was 
reported missing from boat_ drill, 
swam for nearly three hours be- 
fore being rescued. 

After searching the ship, the 
Santa Clara turned back for what 
seemed a hopeless search. © As 
suhset neared Mr. Berghoff shout- 
ed that he could see something 
that looked like a. man’s head 
about 75 yards off the port side. 
A lifeboat was lowered and the 
party pulled their exhausted, water- 
soaked shipmate aboard. His hope 
was kept alive because a seabird 
hovered over his bobbing head like 
a “good spirit.’’

The Holy Father recalls that 
the “liberal and magnanimous” 
charity of the American Catholics 
had enabled him to “bring a meas- 
ure of comfort and relief” to those 
in desperate need, but he reminds 
that numerous and heartrending | 
appeals for aid continue to pour 
in on him from the suffering, un- 
dernourished and displaced “in 
those countries where the blight 
of war is still being felt in its dis- 
tressing aftermath.” 

The text of the message of the 
Pontiff follows: 

“We are pleased to send this 
message of encouragement in sup- 
port of the appeal of the Ameri- 
can Hierarchy on behalf of relief 
for the victims of war. It is most 
appropriate that this appeal for 
voluntary sacrifice and generous 
almsgiving should be launched on 
Laetare Sunday in the midst of 
the Lenten season of penance and 
reparation. 

“We are confident that Our dear 
children in the United States will 
respond to the sublime call of su- 
pernatural charity in the spirit of 
this sacred season and will.provide 
with their wonted generosity the 
means of bringing all possible suc- 
cor to alleviate pressing spiritual 
and material need of the suffering 
and the undernourished and the 
displaced in those countries where 
the blight of war is still being felt 
in its distressing aftermath. Their 
liberal and magnanimous charity 
in the past has enabled Us to 
bring a measure of comfort and 
relief to those in desperate need| 
but numerous and heartrending 
appeals continue unceasingly to be 
received by Us. 


“In the exercise of Our Apos- 
tolic Office, We cannot be unmind- 
ful of these calls upon Our charity 
and We cherish the hope that the 
traditional devotion and liberality 
of the Hierarchy, clergy and faith- 
ful of the United States will again 
at this critical time place in Our 
hands the possibility of meeting 
some of the more urgent demands 
made upon Our limited resources.

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NCCW Endorses 
Idea Of Equal Pay 
For Equal Work 


Approves Principle Of 
Bill Introduced In 
House Of Representatives 


Washington, Feb. 16—(NC)— 
“The principle of equal pay for 
equal work has long been recog- 
nized among Catholic groups as 
just and necessary—just, because 
individuals performing the same 
amount and quality of work should 


receive the same wage; necessary, 
because undercutting of the wage 
scale by one or another group in 
society prevents the attainment of 
the social goal, a family living 
wage.” 


This statement is contained in a’ 
letter addressed to Congressman 
Fred A. Hartley, Jr., chairman of 
the House Committee on Education 
and Labor, by Miss Ruth Craven, 
‘executive secretary of the National 
Council of Catholic Women, en- 
dorsing the principle of a bill now 
before Congress “providing equal 
pay for equal work for women.” 

Miss Craven notes that the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women 
represents women’s organizations 
throughout the country with a 
membership of more than 5,000,- 
000. She recalls that as far back 
as 1929 the N.C.C.W. publicly en- 
dorsed the right to a living wage 
for all men and women who. work 
and the principle of equal pay for 
equal work, and that in 1946 the 
Council urged enactment of a Fed- 
eral law to supplement the present 
wages-hours law and guarantee to 
women “pay equal with men for 
equal kinds of work.” 


The letter notes that the wages- 
hours law now guarantees an equal 
minimum wage for men and women, 
but dees not provide for equal pay 
above the minimum rate, and adds 
that some provision be made-guar-

Holy Cross Fathers 
Receive Sum From 
Ackermann Estate 


Notre Dame, Ind. — A total of 
$3,000, or half of his modest life’s 
savings, was left to the Congre- 
gation of Holy Cross (Holy Cross 
Fathers) by the late Professor 
Francis X. Ackermann, Professor 
of Mechanical Drawing at the 
University of .Notre Dame for 
more than 50 years, according to 
his will filed for probate this week. 

Professor Ackermann, who died 
on January. 31 at Dubuque, Ia., at 
the age of 83, had been retired 
since 1938. Two-thirds of his be- 
quest to the Congregation of Holy 
Cross, which conducts Notre Dame, 
is to be used as a trust fund for 
the education of young men for 
the priesthood. The other $1,000 
was designated for Gregorian 
Masses to be said for him at Notre 
Dame. 

The remaining half of his es- 
tate was left to distant relatives.

a leader of the Young Christian 
Students of France. At present he 
is studying political science in the 
Graduate School at the University 
of Notre Dame. 

In his talk Mr. Julian described 
the work of the Young Christian 
Fighters of France in harassing 
the Nazi invaders of their country 
by espionage, sabotage and guerilla 
warfare. Tens of thousands of 
young French Catholic men and 
women, he added, participated in 
this movement, which was founded 
by the Young Christian Students, 
militant French Catholic youth or- 
ganization. Countless numbers of 
them died in this work which great- 
ly “expedited the liberation of 
France by the Allied Armies. 

As evidence of the Catholic ren- 
aissance Which is sweeping France 
today, Mr. Julien cited the fact that 
more than 1,500,000 young men 
and women alone belong to Catholic 
Action, which is fostering spiritual, 
cultural and intellectual activities 
in hundreds of cities and towns 
in France. The French Catholic 
press, he said, also is flourishing, 
‘having doubled its readership since 
| 1940. There is also a greatly in- 
\creased demand for Catholic pro- 
fessors by the Sorbonne and other 
‘leading French educational insti- 
|tutions, he declared.

Shanghai, Feb. 16 — (NC) — 
The slogans messily written on the 
walls said: “Get Out, GI!” and 
worse; but she visiting GI from 
Tokyo saw only friendly grins on 
the faces of Shanghai peddlers and 
rickshaw coolies. 

Daubed slogans are all that re- 


mains of the recent student dem- 
‘onstration staged here, ostensibly 
in protest against the Hongkong 
government’s ejection of Chinese 
squatters in Kowloon. While chin- 
ese sentiment is naturally with the 
squatters, it has failed entirely to 
respond to the Shanghai demon- 
strators. 

“That’s Communist!” commented 
a Chinese newspaperman imme- 
diately, when “I showed him a 
handbift distributed by a student 
during the parade. It denounced 
the United States, which had no 
connection whatever with the Kow- 
loon incident. 

The demvnstration, which “I 
watched closely, gave a good 
sampling of current leftist tech- 
nique and of popular slowness to 
react to it. 

It was synthetic with ready- 
made slogans printed in advance, 
for the students to shout when told. 
The anti-American slogans were 
obviously not spontaneous. Wear- 
ing the uniform, as a.U. S. corres- 
pondent, I moved through the 
crowd without seeing even a hos- 
tile gesture. 

The plain people of Shanghai 
stood aside and watched, as they 
love to watch anything from a 
squabble over rickshaw fare to a 
peddier with a novel toy. Others 
sat patiently in stalled streetcars. 
The demonstration was confined 
to the organized demonstrators. 

It is clear that leftist machin- 
ery exists for engineering such 
demonstrations here.

Says ‘Theatre’ 
Is Very Sick 


South Bend, Ind.—The American 
theatre is -dying because play- 
wrights and producers are not pro- 
ducing plays to entertain the thea- 
tre-going public, Professor Fran- 
cis J. Hanley, of the University of 
Notre Dame, said here on Tuesday, 
Feb. 24, at a meeting of the Cath- 
olic Theatre Guild. The meeting 
was held at St. Patrick’s School 
Hall, South Bend. 

Among the invited guests at the 
meeting were representatives of 
several other little theatre groups 
in this area, including the Presby- 
terian Players and the Turner 
Little Theatre of South Bend, and 
the Niles Theatre Group of Niles, 
Michigan. 

Speaking on the subject of “The 
American Theater Today,” Profes- 
sor Hanley said, in part: 

“There is an element of dismay 
in the Theatre today among actors, 
producers and directors. Even the 
play-going public is wondering 
what is wrong. Theatres have 
closed and are closing still in 
many large cities. Cities that once 
had as many as twenty playhouses 
now have only one legitimate play- 
house and that is dark more than 
half the year. : 

“This condition has been attrib- 
uted to the advent of the movies, 
especially the sound movies. This 
is an error since there are some 
people who would flock to see a 
good play at anytime it was made 
available to them. The truth of 
the matter is the Theatre is very 
MOOK.

“Others have the comment that 
the theatre, in presenting stage 
plays, charge extravagant prices. 
But Mr. Arthur Hopkins once 
sagely observed that if you had a 
good play thé public wanted to 
see, you could charge any price; 
if it was not good you could beg 
people to come in free from the 
streets and you would not fill the 
house. 

“The trouble seems to lie. not 
with the public but with the play- 
wrights and the producers, and 
with the material that both tend 
to put before the public.”

2 Bane most striking feature of: the 
Catholic Church is that it is 
eatholic.

The Federal Council was always 
too liberal in its religious and 
moral views for the “Southern 
Baptist Convention” and for most 


of the Lutheran organizations. At 
present some of the religious sects 
which separated from the Federal 
Council are banded together in 
opposition to the Federal Council. 

‘Three branches of Protestantism 
have united, each without losing 
its identity, in Canada. Attenfpts 
have been made to unite Presby- 
terianism and Anglicanism, with 
each recognizing the validity of 
the Orders of the other. But none 
of that is unity. At most it is an 
external union. 

Q—What is the World Council 
of Churches? 


A—There exists on paper a 


‘World Council of Churches which 


has held conventions in Europe, 
and to which some American Pro- 
testant bodies have sent delegates. 
An attempt was made at Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, to draft a “Con- 
fession of Faith” to which all Pro- 
testants might subscribe, and to 
which the Orthodox Churches 
might yield. But the latter never 
yielded, and they could not do so 
without rejecting the Mass, Tran- 
substantiation, the Holy Eucharist 
and the Sacrament of Penance, as 
they and we believe them. 
Referring to the Edinburgh 
Confession of Faith, a writer in 
the Christian Century (November 
28, 1945) said: “The ministers of 
most denominations represented at 
the Edinburgh Conference do not 
even have a copy of it and know 
next ‘to nothing about its con- 
tents.” The Edinburgh Convention 
practically stole the Catholic defi- 
nition of the Church, but it inter- 
prets it entirely differently. The 
Confession says of the Church: 
“We agree that the Church is the

Were not the Middle Ages the most brutal and cruel and 
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barbarous in all human history when the Roman Catholic ~ 


Church held sway over most of Europe and the world? 


The Middle Ages were far from 
being half as barbarous as_ the 
age in which we live presently. 

You speak of the abuses of the 
Spanish Inquisition, but your in- 
formant has not been honest 
enough to tell you that the ones 
who denounced those abuses most 
were the Popes. How about the 
Communist Inquisition in Spain 
only ten years ago, when more than 
11,000 religious were executed, ac- 
cording to “official” figures. 


The Spanish Inquisition was 
formed in the same manner that 
our Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion was formed, in the same man- 
ner that our present Congressional 
Committee on un-American Activ- 
ities was formed, namely, te look 
into subversive elements, ‘ted 
for the destruction of the sta as 


}well as of the Church. The best 


Protestant historians will endorse 
what we say here. 

The Spanish Inquisition was mild 
both in its cruelty and in the num- 
ber of its victims, compared to the 
Inquisition jn England under Eliza- 
beth, and was ultra-tame in rela- 
tion to the Inquisitions of our day 
in Soviet Russia, Yugoslavia, and 
other countries dominated by So- 
viet Russia. 


Hitler had his Gestapo spying 
on everybody, and bringing all sus- 
pects to trial for imprisonment or 
liquidation;- and Russia hgs its 
OGPU, even since the war, watch- 
ing every movement of the people. 


Never during the Middle Ages 
were politicians secretly killed as 
they have been killed by the hun- 
dréds in many countries in our own 
times. 

In a part of Spain the Moors set- 
tled in large numbers and remained 
there for centuries, and they be- 
came a danger to the safety of the 
state by their secret plotting. This 
is admitted even by the Jewish En- 
cyclopedia which refers to it be- 
cause many Jews, along with the 
Mocfs, were brought before the 
Inquisition. In Volume XI, page 
485, of the Jewish Encyclopedia, 
we read: 

“It remains a fact that the Jews, 
either directly or through their 
coreligionists in Africa, encouraged 
the Mohammedans to conquer 
Spain, and that they greeted them 
as deliverers. After the battle of 
Jarez (711), in which African Jews 
fought bravely under Kaula al- 
Yahudi, and in which the last 
Gothic kipg Rodigo and his nobles 
were slain, the conquerors Musa 
and Tarik were everywhere vic- 
torious. The conquered cities, Cor- 
dova, Malaga, Granada, Seville and 
Toledo, were placed in charge of 
Jewish inhabitants. who had been 
armed by the Arabs.”

State has absolutely no share eith- 
er in the rights, powers or re- 
sponsibility ; for all education must 
be Catholic, and the State has 
neither capacity nor authority to 
impart it. The State, consequent- 
ly, by establishing a common school 
system and taxing all citizens to 
support it, violates the sanctity @ 
family rights, and oppresses the 
father’s conscience by requiring 
him to support a.system of schools 
to which he cannot send his chil- 
dren ... This protest strikes a‘ 
the very foundation of our state 
schools; it denies the right of the 
State to educate at all, and claims 
the whole field of education as part 
of the domain of the Church it- 
self.” 

The Catholic Church has no long- 
range program to disturb the pre- 
sent system of public education. 
She holds that, in a country like 
ours, it is the business of the state 
to promote public education, since 
the only alternative would be to 
permit every sect to direct its own 
school, which the State would sup- 
port. But even that would not 
solve the question in the United 
States, because more than half the

From the standpoint of 
justice—which is seldom “brought 
to the fore until after anti-Catho- 
lic prejudice exerts 
Catholic school, which follows the 
curriculum prescribed by the State 
and teaches it efficienccy, is en- 
titled to support, not for religious 
mstruction, but for serving the 
State. There are few countries ir 
the world where denominational 
schools are not paid for this ser- 
vice, not out of non-Catholic funds, 
but out ef that portion of the 
funds contributed by Catholics.

Communion time? Do we pay at- 
tention to the absolution given by 
the priest—the Misereatur—just 
before Communion, which can free 
us from our venial sins?

EDNESDAY, Feb. 29: San 
Francisco in 1906 never 
quaked half so much as I did when 
I first arrived at the seminary a 
few days ago. Like most Catho- 
lics, I knew what color the uni- 
forms of the Swiss Guards were 
and nearly all the answers in Balti- 
more Cathechism No. 2, but when 
it came to seminaries my mind 
drew a blank. I had a few sketchy 
phantasms of ivy-covered walls, 
ominous dark corridors, and beard- 
ed padres. And as for seminar- 
ians—some kind of etherial crea- 
tures like oversweet holy cards. 


I was wrong, really wrong on 
both counts. Our seminary has 
no ivy and no foreboding corridors. 
It’s a gay, happy, cheerful place. 
And the priest-professors are like 
ordinary priests anywhere in the 
world. The seminarians are fel- 
lows like the ones in your block. 
Maybe they think a little deeper, 
pray a little more; but they’re just 
a cross section of average Amer- 
ican youth. In fact, seminary liv- 
ing is extraordinarily ordinary— 
and yet somehow a little different. 

Take today for instance. At 
5:30 (in the morning, of course) 
the bell rang to rise and shine. 
Our spiritual director says to pile 
out of bed as if it were on fire, 
but at that hour I’m as groggy 
as a punch-happy boxer. My exo- 
dus from the warm covers to the 
cold floor is more like a timid 
swimmer inching his way into icy 


water. After a couple of minutes

For instance, the playwright de- 
serves due recognition, as it takes 
no small amount of work and 
worry to direct characters, circum- 
stances, and plot to a sane, logical, 
and yet interesting climax and 
conclusion. Also, each actor must 
erase his distinctive identity and 
individuality and substitute those 
of the character he is portraying. 


Anyone who takes an active part 
in Dramatics cannot help but ac- 
complish a clearer and more pre- 
cise diction with a well-modulated, 
sincere tone of voice, carrying one- 
self with dignity and grace.

Tough Road Tris... 


Middlewestern basketball fans recently had a look at the basket- 
hall teams of Holy Cross and Georgetown, and as a result I for one am 
ready to question if a coach is being fair to himself and his players 
when he schedules long trips, particularly during the holiday vacation 
period. Take the case of the Holy Cross team, for instance. The Cru- 


'saders early last spring won the National Collegiate Athletic Associa-

But when they played in the Chicago Stadium in the last game of 
their vacation jaunt they appeared tired and worn out, and were de- 
feated by DePaul by a score of 47-40. Now, DePaul has the kind of a 
team that might beat Holy Cross, or anyone else, tired or not, but the 
touring Crusaders appeared to be below their normal form and not 
able to put up the game which their great record led spectators to 
expect of them. 

Even at that, Holy Cross had gone out of its way to play that game 


in Chicago. The only date it had available on its way back home after 


«a trip south and through the middle west was a Sunday night, and it 
obliged DePaul by accepting that date even though college games are 
rarely played in the Chicago Stadium on Sunday nights. Forty-eight 
hours before Holy Cross had met the extremely formidable St. Louis 
University team in St. Louis and had been beaten, 61-46. When they 


'got to Chicago to play the last game of their trip, the Holy Cross 


players uadoubtedly were below par and could not do themselves jus- 
tice. 


Georgetown University’s team made the same mistake; at least, I

Great Art For 
Highest Purpose 


In the day when Europe was 
Catholic the greatest artists wish- 
ed to give of their best to the 
Church, seeming to say: “I have 
loved, O Lord, the beauty of Thy 
house and the place where Thy 
glory dwelleth.” 


Canterbury Cathedral knew that 
God could be worshipped in a hall 
or barn. But they thought that 
only the best was good enough 
for Him. 

Similarly the musicians consi- 
dered it the crowning glory of 
their life work to compose nag 
to be sung to God’s glory in His 
churches. , 

It is because man is composed 
of body and spirit that he uses 
material things in his worship of 
Almighty God. If he were an 
angel he would not need to use 
these things. 

The Task—To . 
Teach, to Sanctify 

I have mentioned the mission of 
the Church. This means the pur- 
pose for which Christ founded it. 

Briefly, we may say that the 
Church’s mission is two-fold—to 
teach and to sanctify. 

To teach it is necessary to have 
knowledge. For this reason the 
Church does not permit the Cath- 
olic name to be _ retained when 
Catholic truth is distorted or even 
diluted. 

A Catholic bishop or priest has 
no right to use a Catholic pulpit 
to indulge his own private views 
on the interpretation of scripture, 
or to’ teach the latest improvement 
he considers he has made upon 
the dogmas of Catholicism. 

As our Catholic boys realized 
during the war, if they were in 
Canada, Malta, Burma or Beirut, 
the teaching of the Church was 
precisely the same in every de- 
tail. 

It is a misuse of the word broad- 
minded to leave a flock at the 
mercy of the idiosyncrasies of 
every minister. 

Our Lord Himself was not vague. 
He taught His apostles a definite 
and dogmatic religion. 

Because of the unbroken succes- 
sion of pastors from apostolic 
times, the Catholic Church still in- 
sists that the Faith shall be taught 
as received and not presented in 
a new version with every chang- 
gy Prag of popular prejudice. 

his is another way of saying 
that it is the duty of the Church 
to administer the seven sacra- 
ments to the brethren of Christ. 

It is clearly impossible in a 
short article to deal with the whole 
of the sacramental system. 

I eontent myself with 
that the Blessed Sacrament, the 
|Holy Eucharist, is the constant 
and sublime means of sanctifica- 
tion which the Church has to offer. 

The solid and abiding. offering 
which the Catholic Church makes 
to God is the sacrifice of the Son 
of God in the Holy Mass. 

There has never been a religion 
without a sacrifice. The sacrifice 
of the Christian religion is ‘the 
sacrifice of Mount Calvary. But 
that sacrifice, in obedience to 
Christ’s command, is made perpe-’ 
tual in the Holy Mass.

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More About Foster Parents 
And Their Disappointments 


WHEN I wrote early in January an appeal to worthy child- 

less couples that it would be a great charity if they 
would adopt children. when God hed not blessed their mar- 
riage with little ones, the surprising replies brought sorrow 
to my heart. I was amazed to discover mary husbands and 
wives had earnestly tried te obtain children for adoption but 


were unsuccessful. 


bitter because they were denied the 
care of little ones for whom their 
hearts hungered. The avalanche 
of mail has led me to make open 
answer to these numerous letters. 


Discussing the situation with a 
Catholic social worker affiliated 
with a Catholic welfare society in 
one of our large cities, she gave 
some very practical reasons for 
the defeat met by seeking couples. 

(a) The majority of children in 
need of the protection of good 
homes come from what is known 
as “broken homes.” These homes 
are broken either through separa- 
tion of parents, or by divorce; 
also, by death of one of the par- 
ents, with the remaining parent 
‘unable to support the children. 
Few parents are willing to give 
complete surrender of their child- 
ren. -If a child is to be adopted 
this surrender is necessary to make 
the adoptién legal. Moreover, a 
child available for adoption must 
remain in the home of its foster 
parents for a year before such 
adoption is allowed under the law. 
This is to test the desirability of 
the home, and for other good rea- 
sons, each of which will be care- 
fully explained to a prospective 
foster parent. 

But children are adopted and in 
each locality there are, within a 
year, a few children available for 
placement in good homes, where 
husbands and wives give proof of 
their ability to give proper moral, 
physical, and material care to 
foster children. 

Those seeking to fill the void 
in their hearts and to dispel lone- 
liness from their homes must place 
their names on file, give reference, 
and wait in patience. One man 
wrote me that he and his wife had 
patiently waited ten years; that 
soon they would be too old to as- 
sume the responsibility of rearing 
a young child! 

Boarding Homes, A Solution 

The social worker with whom 
I conversed told me that every 
Catholic welfare agency (and other 
welfare agencies, as well) were 
in serfous need of boarding homes 
for children. These agencies con- 
stantly were seeking right envir- 
onment for children in. private 
homes, where these. children could 
have the care, guidance, and pro- 
tection of motherly and fatherly 
people. For homes of this type 
Welfare Agencies paid for each 
child, per week, at least $7. In 
addition, the Agency would de- 
fray medical and dental expenses, 
and provide money for school 
books. 

Married folks, who are childless, 
who have warm hearts, and whose 
love of children would prompt the 
opening of their homes to “board- 
ing children” will find happiness 
in the exercise of this charity. It 
is the next thing to adopting child- 
ren!

Stop Feuding, Fighting, Fussing 
Over Dogmas And Unite Against 
Materialism, Archbishop Counsels 


Boston, Feb. 23—(NC)—Archbishop Richard J. Cush- 
ing of Boston has called upon all believers in God to stop 
their “ancient feuding, fighting and fussing’ about religious 
dogmas and to unite against atheistic materialism. 

Speaking at a Holy Name meeting here the prelate warn- 
ed Protestants, Catholics and Jews that “we cannot afford the 


luxury of fighting one another 
over doctrines concerning the next 


world. We are faced with a situa- 
tion in which all men of good will 
must. unite their forces to save 
what is worth saving in this 
world,” he declared. Urging all re- 
ligious groups to cultivate that 
good will of which the angels sang 
at the birth of Christ, he asserted 
that while it may not make them 
agree on “the great dogmas of the 
Faith,” it “can serve to unite us 
against the common enemies of at 
least their moral values.” 


On the same evening the Arch- 
bishop was attacked by Methodist 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam as one 
who has forgotten “his high call- 
ing,” and was accused of attempt- 
ing “to use the smear word ‘com- 
munism’ when he referred to dis- 
tinguished leaders of Protestant 
communions.” 


Bishop Oxnam’s address, deliver- 
ed in Manchester, N.H. under the 
auspice’ of the ministerial associa- 
tion there, was generally regarded 
as an answer to Archbishop Cush- 
ing’s address to the Knights of Co- 
lumbus in the same city some 
weeks earlier. At that time the 
Archbishop had said: “I am afraid 
that if it came to a show-down 
between collaboration with Catho- 
lies and collaboration with com- 
munists, clergymen like the minis- 
ters who went to Yugoslavia for 
Tito would align themselves with 
the Marxists rather than with the 
Catholic priests and people.” 


After indicating that he was in 
favor of getting at differences 
“constructively,” Bishop Oxnam 
said: “I do not think we ought to 
hold against the Archbishop the 
fact that the Vatican signed treat- 
ies with Hitler and with Mussolini 
... and that high dignitaries of 
the Church have been closely as- 


+ 


cency in our world. Men with 
goodness in their wills must unite, 
whatever the creeds in their heads. 
The great tragedy of ous time is 
that the moral forces, the forces of 
good will, are disunited while the 
anti-moral forces, the forces of de- 
struction and malice, are united.” 


“Imagine a Catholic and a Pro- 
testant lost in a forest attempting 
to settle their dogmatic differences 
with regard to the existence of 
Purgatory by means of their fists,” 
the Archbishop continued.” “As 
they are beating one another up In 
tribute to their respective loyal- 
ties to their particular dogmas, 
they are suddenly attacked by a 
savage beast. What do they do? 
The answer is simple: They inter- 
rupt their physical debate with one 
another to do battle against their 
common enemy. This is precisely 
the situation which confronts all 
of us who wish to preserve social 
peace and the foundations of our 
common society.” 


This cooperation among religious 
groups poses a need for “genuine 
tolerance,” the Archbishop stated. 
“Tolerance is a virtue we exercise 
toward persons not toward ideas.

Keach is 
a prominent businessman, 

One of Keach’s first public acts 

after he assumed office was to re-

“silent partner” in a proposed 
gambling house, and secondly the 
Notre Dame alumnus voluntarily 
quit the profitable selling of 
fruits and vegetables to city-oper- 
ated General Hospital. 

And the two Notre Dame men 
are going all-out to make certain 
that gambling interests and racke- 
teers in Indianapolis do not oper- 
ate. As Keach’ puts it, he feels 
that it would be morally, as well 
as legally, a bad practice to give 
the “go sign” to these factions. 
Such an attitude indicates that the 
city government of Indianapolis, 
therefore, is certain to be run with 
moral responsibility in mind. 


Keach points out, however, that 
he has no desire to “play cops and 
robbers himself.” Instead, he feels 
that the Board of Public Safety is 
a buffer to keep the police and the 
citizenry from dominating one an- 
other. With a proper balance, he 
feels the police will function ¢ff- 
ciently and in the best interests of 
the citizens of Indianapolis.

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In Japan Triple 
During 1947- 
But Total Catholic 


Population Is Less. 
Than Before War 


‘Tokyo, Feb. 23—Adult Baptisms 
in Japan tripled in 1947 over the 
previous year’s total, but the num- 
ber of Catholics in the country is 
still down 10,000 from the 1939 
figure. 

.This is the story contained in 
the recently released report of the 
Rehabilitation Committee of the 
Catholic Church in Japan, consid- 
ered here to be by far the most 
important survey made of the 
Church in Japan for a number of 
years. 


The report also shows that the 
Church intends to make the most 
of its new opportunities in Japan. 
It lists no less than ten new mis- 
sion societies which have estab- 
lished themselves here since the 
end of the war or are certain to 
do so in the near future. 
Damage done to. Church build- 
ings during the war and the 
amount of reconstruction done 
since then is totted®up in terms of 
square yards of floor space, with 
170,000 square yards listed as de- 
stroyed and 80,000 square yards 
rebuilt. It must be taken into con- 
sideration, however, that in most 
eases the replacement buildings 
are only temporary Wooden struc- 
tures while much of what had been 
blasted or burned was of durable 
material. 
The U. S. missionary contingent 
of 61 priests, Brothers and Sisters 
stands: fifth among the foreign 
Catholic missionary groups now 
working in Japan, according to the 
reports. The Germans lead with 
201, and are followed by the 
French, Canadians and Italians. 
Members of 25 separate national 
and ethnical groups are tabulated 
among the foreign missionaries 
now working here. The totals are 
Germans, 20]; French, 172; Cana- 
dians, 122; Italians, 96; Americans, 
61; Spanish, 49; Irish, 29; Polish, 
92: Australians, 20; Koreags, 19;

Grandma Was Surprised

Laetare Sunday is March the 


The fourth or middle Sunday of 
Lent is so called from the first 
words of the Introit at Mass— 
“Laetare Jerusalem”—“Rejoice, O 
erusalem.” Strictly speaking the 
Thursday before Laetare Sunday 
is the middle day of Lent and it 
was observed as such but after- 
wards the special signs of joy per- 
mitted on this day were transfér- 
red to the Sunday following. Rose 
colored vestments are allowed in- 
stead of purple as on the other 
Sundays of Lent. 

The Laetare Medal, an adaption 
of the papal custom of conferring 
the Golden Rose is annually pre- 
sented by the University of Notre 
Dame, on this mid-Lenten Sunday, 
to an American lay Catholic dis- 
tinguished in literature, science, 
art, commerce, philanthropy, soci- 
ology or other’ field of beneficent 
activity. The first recipient of this 
gold medal (1883) was John Gil- 
mary Shea; the latest (1947) was 
William G. Bruce, president of the 
Bruce Publishing Company, Mil- 
waukee, in recognition of his out- 
standing work in the publishing 
field. .
